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An Impartial Account of. ſome Informations taken before 
ſeveral Fuſtices of the Peace, concerning the ſeveral Fires 
happening of late in and near the City of London. 


Bout the latter end of Fune and in Fuly, one Foſeph Harriſon 
came ſeveral times to the Greybound- Inn in Holborn, preten- 
ding to enquirefor Letrers for bimſelf ; and about the be- 

ginning of July comes into the ſaid Inn, and meeting Mr. 
Atkins, the Maſter of the ſaid Inn, he the ſaid Harriſon asked him 
for a Can of Beer ; whereupon Mr. Atkins ordered his man to draw 
two Cans, drinking one himſelf, and giving the other to Harriſon : 
After which, the ſaid Harrsſon took Mr. A:kins by the hand, and led 
him out of his own yard into Holbern, and by the Rails in the ſtreet 
the ſaid Harriſon adviſed the (aid Atkins torput off his Houſe and di- 
ſpoſe of his Goods as ſoon as he could ; for within three Weeks or 2 
-Month, there would be great and dreadful fires in and about: Londox. 
Mr. Atkins agked him, How be knew ſo? The ſaid. Harrifos teplied, 
if you will not belir2e we, you may chuſe + And ſo lefc bim. 

On Monday, July 25th, Mr, Atkins his vo of the fire at 
the George-Inn in Southwark, went to her 1er- at the Talbot-[nn 
in Southwark, ; the back-part of which ſaid Inn is adjoyning to the 

royge-Im,and was likewiſe on fire ; and being there, ſheeſpied the 
aforeſaid Joſeph. Harriſon in the Yard, and remembring the afoteſaid 
Advice to her Husband, deſired ſome Perſons that were next her, to 
lay hold on bim ; which being done, he was conveighed 'to 8 Foot- 
Company that Rood in Arms near the ſaid Inn, judging that the 
neareſt place to ſecure him. After which, Sir Fob» Smith; one of 
the Sheriffs of London, was acquainted with the whole matter. Upon 
whiehe, wirh che Lord Craven, wenttonbe ſaid-Company; . and in 
4thtic hexring'sf ſeveral,” gavectirge'to the'Captain ot the ſaid Com- 
Piny to keep him ſafe uncil they bad-timetoexamine him. After the 
Fire was put out, ſome went to enquire after the Priſoner, and the 
Captain told them, The Lord Craven bad diſcharged bim. 
| The next day being T»+ſday, « Perſon was intormed that the ſaid 
Harriſon taught School in'Thredyeedle:firecty and that be boaſted of 
his deliverance, and ſaid, That the Lord Craven was pleaſed to ho- 
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nour him ſo far as to fake him in his Barge with him to Whiteball, and 
bad him but be patient a while, and he ſhould have SatisfaRtion from 
the Perſons that had troubled him. But hearing where to find him, 
ndeavours Were uſed t6 re- take him, apdactordingly was accompli. 

ed on Wedneſday 27th of July, and bad before the Worſbipful Sir 
Tdbn Fredrick, whoſent him to Biſhopſgate, and ordered him to be 
brought before the Lord Mayor ang Court of Aldermen the next day

The Information of Thomas Roe of Bernards-Inn, Gent. taken the 
30th of July 1670. by Sir John Fredtick, Alderman, one of His 
Majeſties Fuſtices of Peace in the City of London, »por Oath, as

Homas Rye ſaith, that he bath for at leaſt twelve or thirteen 
. years lait pat been acquainted with one Foſeph Harriſon, 

who was Examined lately at the Guild-hall Loxdon, before 
; the Honourable the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen, 
upon ſuſpicion of his being a Conſpirator in the fireing the Ciiy and 
Suburbs 1n ſeveral parts thereof. 

Thomas Ree, and Foſeph Harriſon, having been School-fellows at 
Exton-Colledge, and being thereby acquainted ; Foſeph Harriſon bath 
ſeveral times lately been with bim, and adviſed bim to with-draw 
his Concerns, and remove above twenty miles out of the City ; for 
that the City, and twenty miles round, would be ſuddenly defttoyed 
and laid walte (or to that purpoſe): Whereupon Thomas Rye asked 
him, Whether be were privy to any ſuch Conſpiracy,. or concern'd 
in its Agitation ? preſſing him with divers Arguments to diſcover 
what he was acquainted With of that kind, Harriſon replied, Thar 
he had no perſonal and poſitive knowledge thereof. Thomas Rye de- 
manded -upon what ground then he did thus adviſe him Foſ. Har- 
r:ſon replied, That he was ſometimes converſant among ſome Papiſts

After this, Mr. Moſeley and the other ſtranger being parted, and 
Mr. Roe and Mr. Harriſon being alone: ſaid Harriſon, I told you 
Ms. Moſeley did underſtand Trapp; you may ſee there is a Lit of 
'the Trap-gamſters, Now whether Mr. CMoſecley's imitation of Mr, 
Harriſon was feigned or real, Mr. Roe could not diftivguiſh: but as 
they two were paſſing through Cheapſide bomewards, Mr. Harriſex 
looking upon the New Buildings, ſaid, To what purpoſe do they build 
- this poot City, it Will be again deſtroyed ;; at the ſame time he poin- 
' ted attwo ſeveral perſons, ſaying, That is a Trapp-geweſter, and these 
o0es another Trapp- gamſter. 

Mr, Roe further informs, That Gnce the laſt Term, Mr. Herriſen 
told him, he would write all the Rogueries of the" Trapp gawy and 
Gameſters in a Play; and that he would undertake to ſhew bim twenty 
fix Papiſts Meetings in and about the City and Suburbs of Lexdex; 
but (ſaid he) ſome of them are very private, and if you bg diſcovered 
not to be a Papiſt, you will (peradventure) be poyſoned or Rtab'd;-- - - 

Mr. Roe doth further ſay, That when the ſaid Harriſos adviſed bim 
t> Remove with all his Concerns-above twenty miles from Lexdoy, 
that the ſaid Roe asked him if Winſor were not far enough, it being 
borh their Native place, and about that diftance ? The ſaid Harriſon 
anſwered, Not ; refleRing upon the Caſtle. And further, Harriſeu 
told Mr. Ree, That the Jeſuites could by a Compoſition of Ingredi- 
cars, 
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ents, make ſuch a Matter, the fume of which would cortupt any mang- 
Jatelle&s 3 and that he the ſaid Harriſox could do it, 


On Tueſdsy, Aug. 29. the eforeſaid Harriſon was again Examined in 
Newgate, by Sir Richard Ford, wpon every Paragraph of My 
Roe s-Depoſution, as follows, 


I. B Eing ask:d the truth of that part of the Depoſition, wherein 
is mentioned the Acquaintance and Converſation of Roe and 
himſelf ? He acknowledged that to be true,

1670. zdout ten a clock at night his houſe was fired three ſtories 
high, as he ſuppoſeth by a pegſon or perſons who were firangers, 5: 
ing near about the ſame time in his houſe ; but not preſently mi- 
Rruſted by bim, he keeping a ViRtualling-houle {where 1t is not uſual 
to take ſuch ſpecial cognizance of Gueſts ) The fire was diſcovered 
by one of, bis Maid-ſervants, who had occaſion to carry a Child to 
bed, which ſaid bed ſhe found on fire ( and the Chamber (o full of 
ſmoak, as put her into a ſudden fright) but it being but newly 
kindled, through the induſtry of the Family, with the afſitance of 
Neighbours, it was ſoon extinguiſhed : But the Maſter of the hcuſe 
was ſo ſcared by the ſuddenneſs hereof, and the many fearful_late cc- 
currences of this kind both in City and Suburbs, | rhar he could tak? 
no reſt in bis houſe, till he had cauſed narrow inſpeRion to be made 
in every corner thereof; cleanſing it from all ſuch matter a; might 
eaſily be fired, locking o1 bolting the doors of every Raom where a- 
ny bed was, Or Was not common for entertainment, 

Yet notwithtanding all the care and vigilance wis uſed, on Thar ſ- 
day the fourth of AnugnFF 1670. his houſe was again fired two ſtories 
high, about twelve ot the clock at noon, which was diſcovered by one 
of his Men-ſervants, who as be was going up one pair of fiairs t5 
attend ſome Gueſts, heard a very great noite, cracking and bouncirg 


like Squibs ( made of Gunpowder ) bur much leuder, which cauſed 


bim to run down Rairs, crying out, after, Maſter, the houſe # on fire, 
Whereupon ſearch was made, and the fire found out two pair of 
ſtirs in an iccloſed bed (commonly called a Preſs- bed ) which was 


broke ouvinto a-perfet Ame; the Rails thereof, with the deal-boards 


that. incloſed it all round bzing on fire, and almcſt conſumed with 
the Bzd-cloathes, ſave the upper Rugg. This bed muſt of necetſity 
be ſer on fire by ſome fire-bail, or ſuch-like tuff, which was conveyed 


into the bed (or caſt on ſome combuſtable matter about it) at a hole 
B >»: about 
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2bout an inch and an half wide, which was made in a Deal-board in. 
fed of a Staple to receive the ſhutter or bolt of a Lock. = 

Had not the fire been ſeaſonably diſcovered, it would have con- 
ſumed the whole houſe, if not endangered many more. Bur by the 
aforeſaid timely deteRion thereof, it was ſuppreſſed by doing no great 
kurt, unleſs to the Gcods in the Room adjoyning, and What elic was 
near it. ; | 

On Thurſday at noon, two Perſons came thither and dined above 
Rairs, and by their long continuance thete, gave ſome ſuſpicios ; 
but nothing appearing till they were gone, cauſed leſs notice : "yer 
in leſs thay a quarter of an hour after broke forth the fite ; juſt upon 
the diſcovery of the breaking forth ob: which, theſe two men, one in 
black, the other in grey, well apparatled, having his Hair of a 
bright b:own colour, with a Saſh tyed about him, were ſeen to 
0 forth of the houſe, and make a oy near by, ſmiling one upon e& | 
nother, and pointing at the fire, which was obſervedby a near Neigh- 
bour, who was condoling th: man whoſe houſe was on fire, making 
ſome compaſſionate refleRions on the Neighbourhood, who were like 
to ſhare in the ſame aſlition ; At which theſe two men detridingly 
ſaid, It was either a caſualty, or ſet on fire by the Fannaticks ; and 
ſo departed, | | 

| Now that theſe two perſons, or one of them, were the infiruments 
of this villany, is more than probable by divers circumſtances, as well 
a$ in the opinion of the man of the houſe and his neighbours, who 
took ſome {mall obſervation of them the latter time : For at the ſame 
rine the fire was the firſt evening, a Maid-ſervant of the houſe had 
2 Trunk in the ſame Room broken up, bur nothing carried away, only 
her Cloaths which were therein, were much tumbled, And when they 
departed, they made no tarrying to change their Money ( as is uſual } 
but had Money ready for what they had to pay. 

And the deſcription of the habit, Rature, and complexion which 
the Neighbours gave of theſe perſons, do exaaly agree with the 
characters Robert Redway and his Servants deſcribe them by. 

Now that they were not apprehended or purſued at that inſtance, 
can be atttibured to nothing but the deepſurprize the people of the 
houſe and the neighbourhood were int; every once"Riiving=to make 
ptoviGon to ſecure his own Concerns. 

If any one:doubr the truth of this, they may be pleaſed to repair 
tothe Red Lyon 1n Fetter-lane near Fleetftreet, where they may receive 
a full account from the Family of the premiſes.

- the Satterdsy night before with ſome Chairs and other Goods 
by order of his Maſter, to the iign of the King of Dexmark, in Wap» 
pix, Where having delivered the (ame, upon his return home in New- 
Gravel-lane he is overtaken by two proper men in Gentile habit ; the 
one of them in a light coloured Perriwig and a Ruff Suit of the new 
faſhion, black and gray mixed, as near a8 could be gheſled (0 late in 
the.evening, by belp of a Link that a perſon paſſed by withal ; he 
bad a Rapier by bis Gide : the other in acloth Coat, but with bis own 
hair, and a Rick in his hand : He who was the beſt habited in the Per- 
rivig, claps him on the ſhoulder, ſaying, Well met Bro:her, or words 
to that effe&t ; demanding of him which way he was going ? to whom 
the ſaid Joſeph Spred replied, That he was intznded for London; He 
returned,. That thither they were going alſo, and they ſhould be g1ad 
of his company. To which the ſaid Foſeph Speed only ſaid, / thank 
you Sir, Pailing along, the ſame perſon in the Perriwig engages in 2 
diſcourſe of the ſadneſs of the times, deadneſs of tradezand ſcarcity 
of Monies, and he thought it might be occaſioned by the late rumors 
and reports of fires, which was the ſubje& he managed as they paſſed 
through the Lane. To the whole diſcourſe . the ſaid Foſeph Speed re- 
plied by way of Conceſſion, that traly things were (o as he had re= 
ported, Monies ſcarce anddifficultly gotten : coming to the end of 
the Lane, they Rill keeping bim company ; the ſaid Joſeph Speed ob- 
ing them to [wear frequently, was deſirous to leave them ; and

Upon this bis Man repties, 
That he did believe that Miſtris Trigg was to come home from: the 
Countrey, and that they had made a fire to air the houſe it order 
to it: He further ſaith, There deing a double Light to the houſe, 
he did obſerve 3 Woman 'to go-up Nair, and afterwards did ſee her 
oo down again without giving aÞy notice of a Fire, though ſhe were 
Within a very few ſteps of thz Rocm from whence the ſmoke came. 
And this Informant firther ſaith, That perceiving the ſmoke to grow 
oreater and greater, "he told. bis Man, That ſurely-the houſe was bh 
fire, that be could nor nowſee thorow it a5 he did before, the ſmoke 
was ſo much encreaſed.

and then quickly would have reached Fewen-ftreet ; ſo that” being. 
timely diſcovered, it only burnt one Bedſitead with two Beds lying 
thereon, With Curtains and Vallence, and part of the Floor, Where- 
upon the Maid-ſervant ( that was only in the houſe at that time ) is 
comnitted to Newgate, there to remain ti}l ſhe be delivered by due

' A ' Bout the latter end of Func, in the Sevoy, near one a clockin the 
A morning, a Fire b-pned in a back-room that had been a Strong 
water Shop, where it was firſt diſcovered ; which immediaiely went 
on from houſe -to houſe, Exftward and Weſtward, till there was burnt 
and blown up fourteen Dwelling- houſes, in four ot five hours time. 
There is no certainty how it firſt began, yer Treachery is believed to 

2 in the bottom for 'cis credibly reported that Sir Jeremy Whichcock 
upon his examining the premiſes, had two Watermen brought before 
him, who did affirm they carried two Gentile-like men over-night to 
Weſlminſter, who were ſpexking of the hear of the evening ; and one 
replied to the other, (in the Watermens hearing ) That xt.wonld be a 
botter morning at the Savoy. Timely care, with the help of Enging, and 
blowing up of three or four houſes Eaſtwards, was a prevention of itg 
voing further into the Strand ; and towards Worceſter-houſe Weftivards 


' there \va$ a great Brick-wall, which gave ſuch a check to it, that it 


prevented its encreaſe that way alſo; So that by God's good provi. 
dence, and the indufiry of thoſe that came in to belp, the Fire was 


here ſuppreſt. ; | 
This Fire broke forth very ſuddenly, and was very vehement for 


the time, yet (bleſſed be God) there was not above two perſons kill'd 
outright, and fix or ſever hutt.

about one a clock it appears his houſe was on fire, being fiſt diſcos 
vered by ſome paſſengers going that way, Who preſently gave notice | 
to the Inhabitants and Neighbourhood, There were in this houſe the 
Maſter and his Brother, a Nuiſe apd two youpg Children, a Maid» 
ſervant and an Apprentice. - At the time when this Fire began, the 
Maid was in the Kitchen under-ground, all the reſt of the Family in 
bed ; but the ſid Maid underitcod nothing of jt, till it was poiſed 
io-the ſtreet, vpon which.the rap up Rairsto ber Maſter's room; which 
ſhe found all on a light fire. By this time her Maſter's Brother ( who 
lay a ſtory bigher ) bearing a ſudden skiiek, awaked, and in his ſhirt 
ran down to bis Brother's Chamber, but found the Door on fire, and 
with the firength of the ſmoak was forc'd back again, having much 
ado to ſave himſelf : yet remembring the Apprentice that lodged in | 
the ſame Rory, forthwith awaked bim, and they ran together out at 
the Gutter-window, and ſo broke their way into the Do/phin-Tavers 
near adjoyning.

Har this Fire happened is very uncertaip, though it is ſuggeſted it 

might fall out in the Nurſes Room, two pair of Rtairs, on the ſame 
floor with the Maſters, where was uſed to bz a. Candle burning all ' 
pightf long, (be having in her charge a young Child. of about thirteen 
weeks old. But whether it happened ſo or no, is to us as yet unknown, 
however &he conſequence (God knows) is too apparant, and very ſad 
to relate: for it did immediately deſtroy the Malter of the Houſe, and 
2 Child in bed with him ; alſo.the Nuiſe, and a Child with her-; yet, 
through the timely help of Neighbours, it did not much further .harc, 
than deftroying the ſaid houſe, with the upper parts of two houſes - 
adjoyning. | - Y 
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
